THE CAPITAL OF INDIA 


Removal From Calcutta to 
Righte an Ancient Wrong 


The commercial instinct of the East 
India Company led it to perpetrate a 
great outrage upon Indian national 
susceptibilities by removing the capi- 
tal to Calcutta. Ever since tho days 
of civilization Delhi had figured as the 
Government seat. The Hindus and 
Moslems both had favored it In this 
way. Off and on in the course of 
centuries whimsical rulers had ji)tcd 
India's hub for some other favored 
city, but sooner or later the lucky 
metropolis always managed to gain 
the upper hand over its rivals, 

The East India Company, knowing 
little of and caring less for the senti- 
mentg of Indians, established the capli- 
tal of India at Calcutta, for, situated 
as it was on the banks of the Hooghly, 
a navigable river, it was easy of ac- 
cess from the sea, whereas Delhi was 
hundreds of miles from any port. 

When the suzerainty of the penin- 
sula was transferred from the com- 
mercial corporation to the British 
Crown at the close of the Indian Sepoy 
Mutiny in 1857, Hindustan hoped that 
justice would be done to its imperial 
city; but it has been disappointed. 

Again expectation ran high when 
the Assemblage was held at Delhi in 
1877, especially in view of the fact 
that the British by that time had 
learned enough about their Oriental 
subjects to convene the Durbar there 
instead of at Calcutta; but the people 
once more were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. When King Edward was pro- 
claimed Emperor of India in 1903 the 
natives were thrilled by the same 
hope, only to have it dashed to the 
ground, 

Thus it has been reserved for King 
George V. to right this wrong and 
make all Hindustan happy over it. 
Only a very limited number of people 
will decry this measure. Among them 
no doubt are the alien and native mer- 
chants and property holders of Cal- 
cutta, who have fed and fattened on 
the necessities of those who must per- 
force make their homes in the capi-

How Growth of the Forests May be 
Made to Increase the Grain Yields 


How can the existence of forests at 
the sources of a stream affect the 
crops in the district watered by the 


The question is not hard to answer. 
The chief need for the growth of all 
plants {s water. | 
known authorities estimates that field 
crops use 300 to 600 tons of water 
for every ton of dry material pro- 
This uses up the water in 
from 2 1-2 to 6 inches deep of the 


Naturally, the nearer the water Is 
to the roots of the plants, the eas'er 
it 1s for the plants to take up the wa- 
ter and the better the crop will grow. 
Water, whether running free in the 
stream or lying in the soil, will seck 
the lowest level. 
water in the stream falls, then the 
water in the soil (first from the near 
neighborhood of the strearn, 
from farther away) will find its way 
to the stream, and the level of the 
water in the soil will fall and so the 
plants will find it harder to get wa- 


In order to keep up the level of the 
streams in the summer, there must be 
a constant flow of water from the 
It is well known that, 
when the forests are cut away, the 
water from the melting of the snow 
in spring and the rains of other sea- 
sons flow away rapidly, often caus- 
ing damage by floods. 
sons of the summer find the streams 
almost dry, 

The soil in the forest, however, is 
of a spongy nature and soaks up the 
water falling on it. afterwards giving 
it out gradually and so furnishing an 
even supply to the streams and en- 
abling them to keep up their levels, 
The higher the level of the stream 
is maintained, the higher will be the 
level of the water in the soll, and the 
easier the plants will find it to grow. 
It is for reasons often outlined that 
it is so important to the farmers of 
the West that 
reserves should be maintained. The

Few people know what a tremen- 
dous amount of work there js in lay- 
ing a submarine cable extending for 
Many thousands of miles, Each mile 
of the cable in the deep sea will weigh 
soinewhere about a ton and a half, 
while each mile of the shore ends will 
weigh as much as twenty-eight tons. 
Special ships are used for laying the 


greater rate than the ship travels, in 
order to cope with the trregularities 
at the bottom of the sea. More than 
this, when the sea is deep quite a con- 
siderable time elapses before the 
aches the bed, 

When the sea is about three miles 
deep, and the ship is steaming at its 
usual rate, over two and a half hours 
will pass before the cable reaches the 


| bed of the sea. At that time a point | 


of the cable which was on the ship 
two and a half hours previously will 
be twenty-five miles in the rear of 
the vessel. 

The paying-out process requires 
great care, as if the rope goes too fast 
the whole cable might rush out, In 
that case the cable would cut through 
the ship as a hot knife would cut 
through butter, 

Hence special brakeg are applied 
and retarding wheels are used. All 
the time the cable is being paid out, 
electriclans are carefully testing it 
in a little laboratory on the vessel. 
Should anything go wrong the cable 
is hauled back again, 

The cables themselves are specially 
sheeted in stout fron in order to pro- 
tect the precious wires which convey 
the current. In some parts of the 
world various creatures rapidly bore 
their way through the cable, and so 
ruin it. In such a case a layer of 
brass tape is placed under the exter. 
nal iron wires. 

The cable may come to damage in 
all manner of ways. For instance, a 


|} sword fish or a shark may make an 


attack upon ft, and so ruin the in- 
sulation. 
The shore ends are always made 


considerably stouter than the deep sea 


| portion, so that they may not be dam- 


aged by ships’ anchors, and what not. 
In the northern and southern seas the 
cable has to be protected against ice- 


floes, and In such cases linked chain | 


armour is used. 

The shore end is laid at the same 
time as the main cable, and will ex- 
tend for a mile or two from the shore, 
and the two ends are spliced togeth- 
er. 

When an injury occurs to the cable, 
electricians can casly locate its exact 
distance from the shore, The cable 
ship will steam out for this distance, 
and then fish for the broken ends. The

Women Office-Holders in Nebraska 

Forty-four women hold the import- 
ant office of county superintendent of 
schools in the State of Nebraska, thus 
enjoying what was long considered the 
special privilege of men as to office- 
holding in the great field wherein the 
public schools exercise thelr influ- 
ence, These women office-holders 
draw salaries ranging from $1,000 to 
$1,800 a year, the latter amount being 
drawn by Superintendent Jessie B, 
Prytle, of Gage County, and Messrs 
BE. B. O. Williams, of Saunders County. 
Superintendent Mary E, Foster, of 
Cass, and Abbie M, Newberry, of 
Knox, draw $1,600 a year, while eight 
others draw $1,400 a year, and fifteen 
get $1,300, Eight are paid a per diem 
of not less than $5 for al! time actual- 
ly given to the work in the sparsley- 
settled counties. That these women 
are successfully discharging the du- 
tles devolving on a county superin- 
tendent is proved by the fact that 
any of them have been re-elected 
from two to four times by the voters, 


Charles Wolpeley did not live in 
an age of rapid transit, but he created 
it for himself. His capacity for rapid 
travel was a valuable ald in carving 
out a career. Wolseley {s said to have 
first won royal favor in this way. He 
was charged with a message from 
Henry VII. to the Emperor Maximil- 
fan in the low countries, and left Lon- 
don in the afternoon.

FINAL CROP ESTIMATE 


Bulletin Issued by Department of 


Agriculture Gives Much Val- 
uable Data 


The Census and Statistics Office 
of the Department of Agriculture has 
issued from .Ottawa ine f.sJiowlng 
bulletin giving. the final estimates of 
the area, yield and value of the prin- 
cipal field craps of the Dominion for 
1911, The field crops of Canada are 
shown to have occupied last year a to- 
tal area of 42,863,000, and their value, 
calculated at the average local market 
prices, amounts to $666,712,000. The 
area under wheat last year was 10,474,- 
000 acres, of which 1,172,000 acres 
were fall wheat in Ontario and. Alber- 
ta, and the production was 215,851,- 
000 bushels of the value of $138,567,- 
000, Fall wheat produced 26,014,000 
bushels of the value of $21,,461,000. 
Oats occupied 9,220,000 acres, and 
ylelded 348,188,000 bushels of the value 
of $126,812,000, barley 1,404,000 acres 
ylelded 40,641,000 bushels of the val.ie 
of $23,004,000 and flax 1,132,090 acres, 
ylelded 12,921,000 bushels of the value 
of $19,467,000, The combined orca 
under rye, peas, buckwheat, mixed 
Brains and flax was 2,481,099 acres, 
the yleld 44,986,000 bushels and the 
value $41,560,000, Hoed and cultivat- 
ed crops, comprising beans, cora for 
husking, potatoes, turnips and other 
Toots except sugar beets occupied 1,- 
063,000 acres, and yielded 170,884,000 
bushels of the value of $73,290,000. 
Sugar beets in Ontario and Alberta 
had an acreage of 20,878 and a yield 
of 177,000 tons of the value of $1,165,- 
000. Fodder crops including fodder 
corn, hay, clover and alfalfa show an 
acreage of 8,290,000, a production of 
15,499,000 tons and a value of $161,- 
314,000. Alfalfa, a record of which 
was taken for the first time, shows 
an area of 101,781 acres with a yield 
of 227,900 tons. This valuable fodder 
crop is being principally grown in Ont- 
ario, Quebec and Alberta, the average 
yleld per acre for the whole of Can- 
ada being 2 1-4 tons. 

For the year 1911 the areas from 
which the yields are calculated were 
those of the recent census and the re- 
sulting data are not therefore strictly 
comparable with the estimates of the 
three previous years which were based 
upon the reports of correspondents. It 
may be mentioned that the area and 
production of wheat in 1911 exceeded 
by over 1,000,000 acres and 65,862,000 
bushels the estimates of 1910. A 
more satisfactory criterion of the dif- 
ference between the two seasons of 
1911 and /1910 is afforded by the av- 
erage ratés of yield per acre which for 
fall wheat was 22.19 bushels in 1911 
against 25.49 in 1910, spring wheat 20.- 
63 against 15.53, oats 37.76 against 
82.79, barley 28.94 against 24.62 and 
flax 11.41 against 7.97. 

In the three Northwest Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta the wheat production was 194,083, 
000 bushels compared with 128,891,000 
bushels the estimate of 1910, of oats 
212,819,000 compared with 126,753,000 
and of barley 24,043,000 compared with 
21,377,000, The wheat production of 
1911 in Manitoba was 60,275,000 bush- 
els from 2,890,000 acres, in Saskatche- 
wan 97,665,000 bushels from 4,705,000 
acres and in Alberta 36,143,000 bush- 
els from 1,617,000 acres. 

By provinces the total value of all 
field crops in 1911 was as follows:— 
Prince Edward Island $8,846,700, Nova 
Scotia $14,297,900, New Brunswick 
$16,797,000, Quebec $103,187,000, On- 
tario $193,260,000, Manitoba $73,136,- 
000, Saskatchewan $107,147,000 Alber- 
ta $47,760,000, British Columbia $1,- 
290,000.

NEW CHINESE REPUBLIC 


Cerman Imperial Premier Writes Dr. | 
Sun Offering Co-Operation 


Nanking, China.—President Sun Yat | 
Sen has received a long telegram from | 
Yuan Shi Kai couched in most friend- | 
ly terms, acknowledging and honoring | 
the new Republic, the president andj 
ministers of the Nanking government. 

He relinquishes China into their 
hands, greeting them as brothers, ex- 
pressing the hope that the future of 
the country will be prosperous and) 
offering his co-operation. 

There is every reason to believe that | 


Nanking will be the capital of the) 
Republic. 

Tang Sha Yi said recently: 

“The edict is perfectly clear and 


Batisfactory and the abdiction of the 
throne is absolute. | am now a plain 
citizen of China and have no connec- 
tion with politics.” 4 

The proposed Republican constitu- 
tion consists of seventy articles, It 
follows ths French model. The presi- 
dent and vice-president will be elected 
by congress, which will also name the; 
premier, the latter selecting his cab- 
inet subject to the approval of the 
congress. 

It will establish religious freedom | 
and provide for conscription. 

The text of the Imperial edict is- 
sued by the throne {s as follows: ‘ 

“We, the Emperor of China. have) 
respectfully received the following | 
edict from the hands of Her Majesty, | 
the Dowager Empress: | 

“In consequence of the uprising of | 
the Republican army to which the} 
people of th» provinces of China have! 
responded, the Empire Is seething like 
a boiling cauldron and the people are 
plunged in misery. | 

“Yuan Shi Kai was therefore com- 
manded to despatch commissioners in | 
order to confer with the Republicans | 
with a view to calling of a national | 
assembly to decide the future form | 
of government, | 

“Months have elapsed and no set-| 
tlement is now evident. The majority | 
of the people are in favor of a Repub- 
lic. From the presence of the peoples’ | 
hearts the will of Heaven is discern- 
ible. How could we oppose the desire | 
of millions for the glory of one family? 

“Therefore, we, the Dowager Em-| 
press and the Emperor hereby vest 
the sovereignty of the Chinese Empire, 
in the people. 

“Let Yuan Shi Kat organize to the) 
full the powers of the provisional 
Republican government and confer 
with the Republicans as to the meth- 
ods of assuring of peace in the Em- 
pire and in forming a great Republic) 
with the union of Manchus, Chinese, 


Mohammedans and Thibetans. 
“We, the Empress ak: and the} 


Emperor, will thus he ed to live 
in retirement from the naibilities 
and cares and enjoying without inter-| 
ruption the nation’s courteous treat- 
ment.”

“The foreign secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, who has been made a Knight of 
the Garter, is the only commoner to 
receive such an honor since Horace 
Walpole. The order, excluding for- 
eign sovereigns and princes of the 


.bloog Royal, consists of the sovereigns 


and twenty-five knights. Sir Edward 
takes the place left vacant In the order 
through tho untimely death of the 
Duke of Fife. 

“The only two other precedents of 
a commoner receiving the order are 
the cases of Edward Montague, who 
was made a Knight of the Garter be- 
fore he was created Earl of Sandwich 
in 1660, and of Sir George Villiers, af- 
terwards Duke of Buckingham, who 
was created a Knight of the Garter 
in 1616, 

“The King's gift to Sir Edward 
Grey is interpreted as a signal testi- 
monial of His Majesty’s confidence 
in the foreign secretary and obtains 
particular significance in view of Lord 
Haldane’s visit to Germany. 

“The war secretary is now back in 
England and gave a report of his trip 
at a cabinet council recently held, No

IMMIGRANTS STILL COME 


First Ten Months of Fiscal Year Ar- 

rivals In Canada Number 300,700 

Ottawa, Ont.—Immigrant settlers 
to the number of 300,700 arrived in 
Canada during the first ten months 
of the current fiscal year, April 1 to 
February 1. Of this number 188,999 
arrived at ocean ports and 111,706 
from the United States. 

These figures show an increase of 
15 per cent., as compared with those 
for the corresponding months of the 
last fiscal year, which were 158,670 
at ocean ports and 102,017 from the 
United States, making a total for the 
ten months during the previous fiscal 
year of 260,687. 

During the month of January this 
year there were 8,189 arrivals, 3,848 
of them having been at ocean ports 
and 4,341 from the United States, as 
against 7,461 for January last year, 
3,146 of whom were at ocean ports 
and 4,715 from the United States,

to me?” But our Lord's “Suffer it 
to be so now” has helped many a 
humble follower to submit to seeming: 
ly unnecessary things that the right: 
eousness of God might be seen in them 
and others won to Him. This and 
that other saying, “About My Father's 
business,” His two first recorded ut- 
terances, are good for all of us in 
our dally life.” As he came up out of 
the water something happened from 
the skies—the heavens were openedr 
and the Father testified, “Thou art 
My beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” At the same time the Spirit 
of God descended in bodily shape like 
a dove upon Him. The Father had 
told John that it would be so, and 
John bare record that He was the 
Son of God (John |, 33, 84). The one 
who sent John also testified that the 
one on whom the Spirit would des- 
cend and remain would Himself bap- 
tize with the Holy Spirit. Then what 
hinders us thus to be baptized? Luke 
tells us that Jesus was praying when 
the heavens were opened. He seems 
to have prayed always and about ev- 
erything and sometimes all night. He 
fasted too. Is that where we fail? 
Consider the other six places where 
we read of the heavens being opened 
and always seo Himself. Consider 
well every place where, as here, the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit are seen 
or mentioned, as in Matt. xxvill, 19; 
Il Cor. xifl, 14; Heb, ix, 14. See John 
xiv, 17, 23, how the Spirit and the 
Father and the Son make the bodies 
of believers their abode or mansion 
and to their “Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” Let us gladly 
answer, "Here am I; send me,” re- 
membering His words, “As My Father 
hath sent Me, even so send I you” 
(Isa, vi, 8; John xx, 21). 

When Spirit filled we may then ex- 
pect to be specially attacked: by the 
devil. As our representative He was 
led by the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil. Both Mark 
and Luke say that He was forty days 
tempted of the devil, Matthew and 
Luke say that He fasted forty days 
and forty nights; that He did eat 
nothing. This did Moses on two oc: 
casions and Elijah once, and these 
three we find on the Mount of Trans: 
figuration, and we hear them speak of 
the devil's most awful piece of work, 
the death of Jesus. He is the fearful 
adversary of God and man and has 
been at work ag such ever since he 
deceived and conquered Adam and 
Eve, and he will not cease until he 
shall be shut up in the pit for 1,000 
years. As the devil tempted Eve on 
the line of the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes and the pride of life 
(I John fi, 16) and won the day, 80 he 
tempted the Lord Jesus but was de- 
feated. Eve had everything that the 
Lord saw that she needed, yet she ate 
the forbidden fruit. The Lord. Jesus, 
having fasted forty days and being 
hungry, yet overcame by the words, 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word of God" (Luke tv, 
4). The devil's ambition to he as 
God conquered Eve (Isa, xiv, 14; Gen, 
{ii, 6), but the Lord Jesus conquered 
by the words, “Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God.” Adam and Eve 
had been given dominion over all 
things (Gen, {, 26-28), but they lost It 
by giving heed to this great enemy, 
and he has ever since been the god of 
this world (II Cor, tv, 4), The Lord 
Jesus, the last Adam, knew that some 
day He would restore the dominion to 
man, and the kingdoms of the world 
will be His kingdom (Rey, xi, 15). So 
He could say to the great adversary, 
“Get thee hence, Satan.” It is writ- 
ten, “Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God and Him only shalt thou 
serve.” We read in Luke that “when 
the devil had ended all the temptation 
he departed from Him for a season,” 
and Matthew and Mark tel! us that 
“angels came and ministered unto 
Him.” We must remember that the 
same great adversary {s still going 
about seeking whom he may devour, 
But with the armor provided for us 
and by the sword and the blood of 
the Lamb we, too, may be overcomers, 
seeking nothing for ourselves, walk- 
ing humbly with our God and worthy 
of the kingdom and glory to which 
we are called (Eph. vi; Rev. xii, 11). 
If we resist the devil he will flee from 
us, for God {s with us.
